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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


FELLOW CITIZENS: 

The improved condition of our schools, over last year, is obvi- 
ous enough to all those who have been interested to make 
the proper inquiries or taken the trouble to investigate. Of course, 
difficulties have been encountered, which were no less formidable 
than in previous years,but these have been surmounted or removed. 
We should hope for the best, yet itis not altogether improbable, 
certain hinderances will always exist; for much that prevents prog- 
ress,parents and guardians are asculpable as teachers ard scholars. 
Some express great anxiety for the schools; but allow themselves 
ror the merest pretext, to interfere with their progress. Asa rule 
the prudential committees have exercised excellent judgment in 
their selection of teachers; and in most cases those of experience 
have been employed. Those not having taught and those not well 
known to the committees were subjected to critical examinations. 
It is evident that other requisites are not less essential than a good 
education, in order to do successful teaching. Not only a proper 
knowledge of all those branches of study required to be taught, not 
only of their relation to each other; but oftheir relation to the 
individual mind whose activity and improvement they are designed 
to occasion. 

The teacher whose fabEnodt is arbitrary, notin harmony with 
the law that centrols the mind, cannot succeed. 

After acquiring knowledge and method, the training “of practice 
is necessary, in orderto obtain skill to apply rain ily tha and 
method. 

In no department of a labor is skill more imperatively de- 
manded, than in that which has for its object, the culture of the 
mind, and the communication of knowledge. Sincethe effect of 
our schools isso general and s0 vital, since they areso largely 
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what the teacher makes them, since the destiny of the State is in 
their hands, we cannot afford to employ those who must grope 
their way toward the proper requisites after entering upon their 
work, which after repeated failures they are forced to abandon as 
a hopeless task. 

Parents should compel reluctant children to attend school regu- 


larly, to observe all reasonable regulations while there and to be 


less anxious themselyes to participate in every petty, childish 


grievance or take part with scholars against the teacher. 


No district has been without one or more terms of school, in 
which the common branches,as required by the law, have been taught. 


as the case demanded. The old Franklin Readers have beea re- 


moved and Lippiacott’s New Series taken their place, to the great 
delight of teachers and scholars, also Meservey’s Book Keeping 
has been introduced. 

‘In th2 matter of books I have endeavored to make the best pos- 
sible selection; and with a few other needed changes, the work of 
classification of text books will have been accomplished, an impor- 
tant but by no means desirable undertaking. 

Whole number of pupils attending school two weeks or more, 
248: boys, 121; girls, 127.

Prudential Committee, GEORGE WALLACE. 
One term; 13 weeks; 9 scholars; average daily attendance, 7. 


Taught by Miss EllaM. Frenchof Rumney. A proficient and . 
faithful teacher. By reason of other school duties I was unable to 


. be present at the close of this school, but have no hesitancy in 


pronouncing ita success throughout. Meading and spelling, 9; 
penmanship, 6, arithmetic, 6; geography, 4; grammar, 4; algebra, 
1; history, 1. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 


Prudential Committee, Oz1as M. Paar. 


Two terms; 23 weeks; 26 scholars; average daily attendance, 


20. The first term was taught by Miss Ardelle S. Page of Camp- 


ton. A conscientious, efficient young teacher, who endeavored to 
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adopt the best methods possible forthe discipline and advance- 
ment of the school. Those disposed toapply themselves made 
commendable progress. 


The second term was under the direction of Mr. Fred A. Wells of 
Plymouth; who by reason of ill health was obliged to close the 
school some two weeks before the time. Mr. Wells gave the 
school his undivided attention, but the unruliness of some made 
it difficult to manage. Mr. W isa competent and faithful in- 
structor. 


The remainder of the term was taught by Miss Cera L. Page of 
Campton. A well known teacher of rare abilities, whose methods 
of teaching and discipline, resulted admirably, Improyement in 
both was obvious enough. Reading and spelling, 26; penmanship, 
18; arithmetic, 25; geography, 18; grammar, 8; history, 4; compo- 
sition, 3; ancieut history, 2; algebra, 2. 


DISTRICT No.3. 


Prudential Committee, ARCHIE ROBIR. 


Three terms; 27 weeks; 40 scholars; average daily attendance, 
35. The first term was taught by Mr. Fred A. Wells of Plymouth, 
and was a success in every particular. The small scholars made 
marked advancement, which was worthy of note inthe estimation 
of the committee. 


The second term was under the judicious direction of Mrs. M. F. 
Avery of West Campton. Mrs, Avery is a teacher of considerable 
experience, having taught several terms in town. A very pleasant 
relation seemed to exist between teacher and scholars. The results 
were all that could have been expected. 


The third term is being taught by Miss Lizzie P. Whittemore of 
Bridgewater; whose success as a teacher is too well known to re- 
quire mention. The school is unusually large, several attending 
from out of the district. At this writing two weeks remain to 
complete the term. Thus far the attainment of the entire school 
is highly gratifying. The adyanced scholars have made remarka- 
ble progress.

Mrs. Avery seemed to be devoted to the work of this school and 
some of the pupils made creditable adyance; but there was a lack 
of enthusiasm and diligence on the part of some. 

* The second term was under the direction of Miss Amanda Whid- 
den of New Hampton. Anenergetic, conscientious, accomplished 
young teacher whose services in the district have been highly ap- 
preciated. I visited the school on two different occasions; but by 
reason of a mistake in the notice was not present at the close, I 
have no question as to the good results throughout. Reading and _ 
spelling, 24, penmanship, 23; arithmetic, 22; geography; 13; gram- 

mar, 5; history, 12; algebra, 1.
